Accessory in Bank 
Hold-Up Convicted 


Barney Cook Sentenced to 


Three Years in Bono 


Robbery Attempt 


JONESBORO.—A jury Monday aft- 


ernoon found Barney Cook, aged 23, 
guilty as an accessory before the fact 
in the attempted robbery of the Peo- 
ples bank at Bono two months ago and 
sentenced him to three years in the 
penitentiary. The jury was out only 
a few minutes. The trial started Mon- 
day morning and' was completed late 
in the-afternoon. 


Ode Randolph and Cecil Cook, who 


pleaded guilty several days ago to rob- 
bing the bunk, will be sentenced later. 
Randolph was the star witness against 
Barney Cook, testifying that he anu" 
the Cook brothers planned the rob- 
bery, then came to Bono and attempt- 
ed the job. 


Randolph testified that Barney Cook 


was left in a car near Bono and was 
to have taken Cecil Cook through 
Bono and Jonesboro while hidden in 
the "turtle shell" back of the car. 


Randolph and Cecil Cook, after 


slugging F, W. Davis and Ray Stevens, 
employes of the bank, into unconsci- 
ousness, took $4,301) in currency and 
fled. At the door they were met by 
a volley of shots fired by townspeo- 
ple. Both escaped, but were wounded 
and arrested a few minutes later. Bar- 
ney Cook denied any connection with 
the robbery. 


At the conclusion of the state's tes- 


timony, Attorney Bonnie McCourtncy 
for the defense asked a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal on the grounds that 
the state had failed to produce suffi- 
cient evidence against Cook. 


Judge Killough at a special hearing 


granted continuances of the cases of 
seven former Jonesboro bank officials, 
charges on three counts each with re- 
ceiving deposits knowing their banks 
were insolvent. 


f-'rosectuing Attorney S. L. Gladish 


had insisted that the trials be held at 
the present term, but defense lawyers 
demanded a continuance.

'Arkansas ranked eleventh ' among 


jjuTstajps in .tstaJi mileage.' of (mpipv- 
ed roads" as" of'January f, 1932, If'ls 
shown in a tabulation of various types 
of state highways, published in, the 
current issue of American Highways, 
official publication of the American 
Association of State Highway Officials. 
' Arkansas' total mileage of public 
roads was given as 68,849, and only 18 
statqs were shown to have a higher 
mileage of public roads. 


The mileage on the state system 


was given as 8,902 of which 8,206 miles 
have been improved in some form. 
States Isted as having a greater mile- 
age of improved roads were: Colorado, 
0,009; Illinois, 11,550," which included 
the entire state system; Louisiana, 
U',247; Mssouri, 8,229; New York, 12,- 
086 (entire state system); North Caro- 
lina, 9,773; Ohio, 11,743; Pennsylvania, 
13,562 (entire state system); Texas 18,- 
546; Wisconsin, 10;218. 


Mileage of road by types in Arkan- 


sas was listed as follows; Graded and 
rrained, 797; untreated gravel, 5,423; 
low cost bituminous mix (asphaltic), 
298; bitumonous concrete, 609; Port- 
land cement concrete, 901; other types, 
17B. Of the total 1,910 mles were im- 
proved with federal aid 
funds and 


6,296 miles were improved without fed- 
eral funds. 


Arkansas ranked 
twenty-third in 


mileage of Portland cement concrete 
pavement; sxth in bituminous con- 
crete; nineteenth in low cost bitum- 
inous mix, and second in mileage of 
untreated 
gravel roads. Louisiana, 


with 8,573 miles of gravel roads, is 
the only state having a larger mileage 
of that type than Arakansas. Lou- 
isiana was listed as having 1,877 miles 
of Portland cement concrete paving. 


Arkansas was shown to have iom- 


pleted last year 104 bridges of more 
than 20 feet in length. Kentucky built 
the same number of such bridges and 
12 states built a greater number.
